The cry about "race suicide’’ which 
is so frequently heard nowadays 
is 
taken by some to represent a serious 
sociologic problem demanding > artiest 
consideration on the part of far-see­ 
ing nations. 
There can lie no doubt 
that a fall in the birth-rate has been 
spreading iii Europe for several de­ 
cades; but the question arises whet hi r 
the undeniable statistical facts Justify 
the alarmist statem ents and protests 
which have gone forth from time to 
time. 
Are the nations involved and 
the world at large threatened 
with 
dire consequences from tho failure of 
certain classes to replenish 'lie earth 
with successors of their own kind? 
Discussions of this sort are prim ar­ 
ily of interest to Hie sociologist rather 
th an to the physician. 
But they can 
ho eliminated only with (iillh-ulty from
